CHAPTER I 


Preliminary 


( ) " place of public amusement" means any place where 
music , singing, dancing or games or any other amusenient, di 
version , orrecreation or the mcans of carrying on the sainc is 
provided , to which the public arc adınitted cither on payment 
ofmoncy or with the intention thatmoncy may be collected 
from those admitted and includes a racc course , circus, 
thcatre , music hall , billiard or bagatelle room , gymnasium , 
fencing school, swimming pool or dancing hall ; 


1. Short title , extent and commencement.-- (1 ) This Act 
may be called the Goa Police Act, 1995 . 


2. Il cxtends to the whole of the State of Goa . 


2. Definitions: In tliis Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, - 


(k ) “ place of public entertainment” means a lodging 
house , boarding and lodging house or residential hostel and 
includes any cating house or other placc in which any kind of 
liquor or intoxicaling drug is supplied (such as a tavern or a 
shop where necra , spirit, urrack , toddy or bhang is supplied ) 
to the public for consumption in or ncar such place ; 


( a ) " cattle " includes elephants , camcls, horses, asses , 
mulcs, shocp , goats and swine; 


(1). " police officer ” means any member of the Police 
force ; 


(1 ) " competent Authority " when used with reference to 
the exercise of any power or discharge of any duty under the 
provisions of this Act,means the Inspector Generalof Police 
appointed under Section 6 or any other Police Officer 
specially empowered in that bchalf by the Government; 


(m ) “ prcscribcd ” mcans prescribed by rules; 


(c ) " constable ” means a Policc Officer of the lowest 
grade; 


(n ) " public place” incans any place to which thc public 
have access, whcthcr as of right or not, and includes --- 


(i) 


a public building and inonument and precincts 
thereof ; and 


(d) “ eating house ” means any place to which the public 
are admitted and where any kind of food or drink is supplied 
for consumption on the premises by any person owning , or 
having any interest in , or managing , such place and in 
cludes

any place accessible to the public for drawing 
watcr , washing or bathing or partics or trade or 
business or for purposes of recrcation ; 


(i) a refreshment room , boarding houseorcoffechouse ; 


(0 ) " regulations " mcans regulations made under this 
Act; 


Or 


( ) “ rulcs” mcans rulcs made under this Act; 


( 1) a shop where any kind of food or drink is supplied to 

the public for consumption in or ncarsuch shop , but 
does not include a place of public entertainment. 


(9 ) " Secretary" means Secretary to thc State Govern 
ment incharge of the HomeDepartincnt whether designated 
as Secretary orHome Secrclary ; 


(e) “ police force" means the police force referred to in 
Section 3 and includes 


(i) all persons appointed as special police officers 

under sub - scction ( 1) of section 17 and additional 
police officers appointed under section 18 ; and 


(r) " strecư” includes any highway , bridge , way over a 
causeway , viaductor arch or any road , lanc , footway , square , 
court, alley or passage accessible to the public ,whether or not 
it is a thoroughfare ; 


(ii) all other persons, by whatever name known , who 

exercise any police function in any part of Goa ; 


(s) " subordinate ranks ” means members of the police 
force of end below the rank of the Inspector, 


Why 
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(1) " vehicle ” means any carriage , cart, van , dray, truck , 
handcart or other conveyance of any description and 
includes a bicycle , tricycle a rickshaw , a motor vehicle , a 
vessel or an aeroplane. 


( 2 ) Without prejudice to the other provisions of this Act and 
subject to any general or special orders made by the Government 
in this behalf , cvery Superintendent of Police or Deputy Superin 
tendent of Police shall, under the orders of the Inspector General 
of Police , exercise such of the powers (except the power to make 
regulations ) and perform such of the duties of the Inspector 
General of Police and within such local limits asmay be specified 
in such orders . 


Chapter II 


Organisation , Superintendence and Control of the 

Police Force 


3. One Police force for the whole of Goa . There shall be 
onc police force for the wholc of the State of Goa and all officers 
and subordinate ranks of the police force shall be liable for posting 
to any branch of the force . 


9. Appointment of Principals of Police Training Institu 
tion.- ( 1) (a ) The Government shall appointa Police Officer not 
below the rank of Superintendent of Police to be the Principal of 
the Police Training School for Goa . 


(b ) The Governmentmay by general or special order 
assign to the principal of the Police Training School such 
powers and duties as it may deem fit for the proper functioning 
of that School, 


4 . Superintendence of Police force lo vest in the 
Government. The superintendence of the Police force through 
out Goa shall vest in , and be exercisable by the Government, and 
any control, direction or supervision exercisable by any officer 
over any member of the police force shall be exercisable subject 
to such superintendence . 


(2 ) (a ) The Government may establish a Police 

Training College for Goa and appoint a Police 
Officer of appropriate rank to be the Principal of 
such College 


5. Constitution of Police force.- Subject to the provisions 
of this Act, 


(a ) the Police force shall consist of such number in 
the several ranks and havesuch organisation and such powers, 
functions and duties as the Governmentmay, by gcncral or 
special order, determine ; and 


(b ) The Government may by general or special order 

assign to the Principal of thc Police Training.Col 
icge such powers and duties as it may deem fit for 
the proper administration of the Colicgc. 


10. Constitution of Police Districts, Sub -Divisions and 
Police Stations. The Government may, by notification -- 


(b ) the recruitment to , and the pay , allowances and all 
Other conditions of service of themembers of the police force 
shall be such as may be prescribed : 


( a ) constitute Police Districts within Goa . 


Provided that nothing in Clause (b ) shall apply to the recruit 
mont to , and the pay , allowances and other conditions of service of 
the members of the Indian Police Service. 


(b ) divide such Police Districts into Police Sub -Divi 
sions and specify the Police Stations comprised in each such 
Sub -Divisions; and 


(c ) define the limits and extent of such Police Districts , 
Police Sub -Divisions and Police Stations . 


6. Inspector General of Police.- For the direction and super 
vision of the police force in Goa , the Government shall appoint an 
Inspector General of Police who shall exercise such powers and 
perform such duties and functions as are specified by or under this 
Act.

11. Officers in Charge of Police District, Police Sub -Divi 
sions and Police Stations.-- ( 1) Each Police District shall be 
under the charge of one or more Superintendents of Police . 


7. Deputy Inspector General of Police.- (1) The Goy 
ernment may appoint one or more Deputy Inspector Generals of 
Police for the purpose of this Act. 


( 2 ) . Each Police Sub -Division shall be under the charge 
of Deputy Superintendent of Police and cach Police Station 
shall be under the charge of an Inspector of Police or a 
Sub -Inspector of Police . 


(2 ) The Deputy Inspector General of Police shall 


(a) assist the Inspector General of Police in the exercise 
of his powers and the performance of his duties in such 
manner and to such extent, and 


12. Appointment of Subordinate Ranks.-- Subject to such 
general or special orders as the Government may make in this 
behalf 


(b ) exercise such powers and perform such duties of the 
Inspector General of Police and within such local limits , 


(a ) Inspectors of Police may be appointed by the 

Deputy Inspector General of Police ; and 


as the Government may , hy general or special order, specify . 


8. Superintendent of Police and Dy. Superintendent of 
Police .-- ( 1) The Governmentmay appoint one ormorc Super 
intendents of Police or Deputy Superintendents of Police for the 
purpose of this Act. 


(b ) Sub - Inspectors of Police and other officers of 

subordinate rank may be appointed by the Deputy 
Inspector General of Police or any other Police 
Officer specially empowered in this bchalf.

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13. Certificate ofAppointment.— (1) Every Police Officer 
of ihe rank of Inspector and below.shall on enrolment receive a 
certificate of appointment. 


(4 )Every Honorary Police Officer appointed under tiris sec 
tion shall , on appointment. 


(a ) receive a certificate of appointment in such form as 
may be specified by the Government in this regard ; 


(2 ) The certificate shall be issued under the sealof such 
officer, and shall be in such form , as may be prescribed . 


(b ) have the same powers, privileges and immunities 
and perform the same duties and be subject to the same au 
thorities as an ordinary Police Officer . 


(3) A certificate of appointment shall become null and 
void when the person named therein ceases to belong to the 
Police force or shall remain inoperative during the period , 
such person is suspended from the Police force . 


14. Effect of Suspension of Police Officers.— The powers, 
functions and privileges vested in a Police Officer shall remain 
suspended while such Police Officer is under suspension from 
office : 


18. Additional Police Officer .--- Whcrc additional Polico 
Officers are required to be deputed under section 38 , section 39 or 
section 40 the Inspector General of Police may appoint such 
number of additional Police Officers as he considers necessary and 
every such additional police officer shall , on appointment.- 


(a ) receive a certificate of appointment in such form as 
may be specified by the Government in this behalf; 


Provided that notwithstanding such suspension such person 
shall not ceasc to be a Police Officer and shall continue to be 
subjcct to the control of the same authorities to which he would 
have been subject if he had not been under suspension , 


(b ) have such of the powers, privileges and immunities 
and perform such of the dutics of a police officer as an 
specifically mentioned in the certificate; and 


(c ) be subject to the same authoritics as an ordinary 
police officer of the same or similar rank or grade . 


15. GeneralPowers of Inspector General of Police.- The 
Inspector General of Police shall direct and regulate allmatters of 
arms drill, exercise , observation of persons and events, mutual 
relations, distribution ofduties, study of law , orders and modes of 
procecciings and allmatters of executive detail or the fulfilment of 
thcir duties by the Police force under them . 


Chapter III 


Regulation , Control and Discipline of the police force 


16. Power of Inspector Generalof Police to investigate and 
regulate matters of Police accounts.— The Inspector General of 
Police shall have the authority to investigate and regulate all 
matters of accountconnected with the Police force and all persons 
concemed shall be bound to give him reasonable aid and facilitics 
in conducting such investigations and to conform to his orders 
consequent thereto . 


19. Framning of regulation for administration of the 
Police.- Subject to the orders of the Government the Inspector 
General of Police maymakc rcgulations not inconsistentwith this 
Act or any other law for the time bcing in force 


(a ) regulating the inspection of the Police force by bis 
subordinates ; 


(h ) determining the description and quantity of arms, 
accoutremonis , clothing and other necessaries io bc 
furnished to the Police ; 


17. Special Police Officers.-- ( 1) The Inspector Generalof 
Policc may , at any time,by a written order , signed by inaself and 
scaled with his own seal, appoint able bodied person not less than 
eighteen years ofage whom he considers fit, to be a Special Police 
Officer to be designated as " Honorary Police Officer" to assist the 
police force on any occasion ,when he has reason to apprehend the 
occurrence of any riot or grave disturbance of the peaccin any area 
and he is of the opinion that the ordinary police force is not 
suſſicient for the protection ofpersons residing ,and for security of 
property within such area . 


( c) prescribing the place of residence ofmembers of the 
police force ; 


(d ) for insulution , management and regulation of any 
Police fund for any purpose connected with Police admisi 
Stration ; 


(c ) regulating the distribution ,movement and location of 
the Police; 


(2 ) The Inspeclor General of Police shall publish the 
names of such Honorary Police Officers appointed under this 
Section in such manner and for such period as may be 
prescribed 


(1) assigning dutics to Police Officers of all ranks anul 
grades, and prescribing the manner in which , and the condi 
lions subject to which they shall exercise and perform their 
respective powers and duties; 


(3) Any person objecting to the appointment of any 
person as such Honorary Police Officermay send his reasons 
for such objection to the Inspector Gencral of Police within 15 
days of such appointment and thc InspectorGeneral of Police 
may accept such objcction and cancelthe appointment of such 
officer or, after giving to thc objector an opportunity to be 
hcard , reject the objection . 


(g ) regulating the collection and communication by the 
police of intelligence and information ; 


(h) gencrally, for the purpose of rendering the police 
eflicicnt and preventing abuse or neglect of thcir duties.

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20. Power to call for returns.-- The Secretary as also the 
District Magistrate may call for such retums, reports and state 
inents on any subject connected with ihe prevention and detection 
of crime, the maintenance of order and the performance of the 
dutiesby the police force . 


Provided that he shall forthwith return the certificate of an 
pointment, arms, accoutrements , uniform and all other Govern 
ment property in his possession before he is permitted to withdraw 
from duty. 


21. Police Officers to be deemed to be alwayson duty and 
to be liable to employment in any part of Goa ..- Every Police 
Officer noton Icave or under suspension shall for all purposes of 
this Act bc deemed to be always on duty and any Police Officer 
allocated for duty in any part of Goa may , if the Inspector General 
of Police , so direct, at any time be employed on police duty in any 
other part of Goa for so long as the service of the Police Officer 
may be required in such other part of Goa . 


( 7) If any such Police Officer of subordinate rank resigns or 
withdraws himself from the duties of his office in contravention of 
this Section , he shall be liable, on the orders of the appointing 
authority , lo forfeit all arrears of pay then due to him in addition 
to the penalty under any other law for the time being in force . 


(8 ) Every such Police Officer on leaving the scrvice in the 
police force asaforesaid shall be given by the appointing authority 
a Discharge Certificate is such form as may be prescribed . 


22 . 


Circumstances under which Police Officer of 
subordinate rank may resign .--- (1) Resignation of any Police 
Officer of subordinate rank may be accepted only by the officer 
empowered to appoint the officer so empowered to appointbeing 
hereafter in this section referred to as " the appointing authority " 
officers of such subordinate rank. 


23. Certificate , arms, etc. to be delivered by person ceasing 
to be a Police Officer . ( 1 ) Every person who for any reason 
ceascs to be a Police officer shall ( orthwith deliver to the officer 
empowered by the Inspector General of Police , Deputy Inspector 
General of Police , Superintendentof Police , Principal of the Police 
Training College or School, Deputy Superintendent of Police or 
any other officer of cquivalent rank to whom such officer is sub 
Ordinate , to receive the same,his certificate ofappointment and the 
arms, accoutrcmcnts , clothing and other accessories which have 
been provided to him for the performance of duties and functions 
connccted with his office. 


(2 ) A Police Officer of subordinate rank who intends to resign . 
from l olice service shali give to the appointing authority notice 
in writing to that effect and shall not be permited to withdraw 
himself from duty unless he has been granted permission to resign 
by such authority :

Provided that the appointing auhodily may at his discretion , 
permia Head Consuble or a Constable to withdraw himself from 
duy or discrediting to the Governmeni iwomonths pay in lieu of 
notice . 


(2 ) (a ) Any Judicial Magistralc may issue a warrant to 
search for and scize wherever they be found , any certificate , 
arms, accoutrements, clothing or other accessories not cleliv .

G ) A Hicad Constable or a Constible who is under an obliga 
tion serve for any specified peruti may not be permitted to 
Telefore the expiry of that period .

Police Regulations

25. Power to make Regulations for regulating traffic and 
for preservation of order in public places etc. -- ( 1 ) The 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, make 
regulations to provide for all or any of the following matters 
namely: 


(1) licensing , controlling or in order to prevent obstruc 
tion , inconvenience , annoyance ,risk , danger or damage to the 
residents or passengers in the vicinity , prohibiting the playing 
ofmusic, the beating ofdrums, tom - tomsor other instruments 
and the blowing or sounding of homs or other noisy instru 
ments in or near streets or other public places; 


(a ) licensing and controlling persons offering 
themselves for employment, outside railway stations and 
Ollicr places where passengers arrive , for the carriage of 
passenger sbaggage and fixing and providing for the enforce 
ment of a scale of charges for the labour of such persons so 
cmployed ; 


( m ) regulating the conduct of or bchaviour or action of 
persons constituting assemblies and processions on or along 
the streets and specifying in the case of processions, the routes 
by which , the order in which and the time atwhich the same 
may pass . 


(b ) regulating trafficofall kind in streets and other public 
places , and the use of streets and other public places by 
persons riding , driving , cycling , walking or lcading or 
accompanying cattle, so as to prevent danger, obstruction or 
inconvenience to the public ; 


Explanation : " regulating ” in this clausc would include thc 
power to prescribe thatpermission in writing should be taken a few 
days before the holding of a meeting on a public strect. 


(n ) prohibiting the hangingor placing ofany cord or polc 
accross a street or part thereof, or the making of a projection 
or structure so as to obstruct traffic or the free access of light 
and air ; 


(c) regulating the conditions under which vehicles may 
remain standing in strects and other public places, and the use 
of streets as halting places for vehicles or caitle ; 


(d ) specifying the number and position of lights to be 
used on vehicles in streets and thc hours between which such 
lights should be used ; 


(0 ) prohibiting , cxcept in accordance with such regula 
tions, the placing of building materials or other articles or the 
fastening or detention of any cattle or other articles or the 
fastening or detention of any cattle or other animals in any 
street or public place; 


(p ) in order to prevent obstraction , inconvenience , 
annoyance , risk , danger or damage to the residents or 
passengers in the vicinity , prohibiting 


(e ) prohibiting the erection , exhibition , fixation or 
retention of any sign , device or representation for the purpose 
of advertisements,which is visible against the sky from some 
point to any land , building or structure-at-such -heightas may 
he specified in the regulations, having regard to the traffic in 
the vicinity , and the likelihood of such sign , device or 
representation at that height being a distraction , or causing 
obstruction , to such traffic ; 


(i) the illumination of streets and public places and the 

exteriors of building abutting thcreon by persons 
Other than servants of the Government,Municipal 
or Panchayat officers duly authorised in that 
behalf , 


(f) specifying certain hours ofthc day during which cattle 
shall not be driven , or, as the case may be , driven only in 
accordance with such regulations , along the streets , or along 
certain specified streets ; 


the blasting of rock or making excavations in or 
near streets or public places, 


(iii) 


(g) regulating the leading, driving , conducting or con 
veying of any elephant or wild or dangerous animal through 
or in any sireet; 


the using of a loudspeaker in or near any public 
place or in any place of public entertainment; 


(h ) regulating and controlling the manner and mode of 
conveying timber , scaffold poles , ladders, iron girders , 
beams or bars, boilers or other unwidely articles through the 
streets, and the route and hours for such conveyance ; 


(9 ) closing certain streets or places temporarily , in cases 
of danger from ruinous buildings or other cause , with such 
exceptions as shall appear reasonable; 


(1) guarding against injury to person and property in the 
construction , repair and demolition of buildings, platforms 
and other structures from which danger may arise to 
passengers, neighbours or the public ; 


(i) in order to prevent obstruction , inconvenience , 
annoyance, risk , danger or damage to the residents or 
passengers in the vicinity , prohibiting the carrying in streets 
and public places of gunpowder or any other explosives 
substance or any substance or article emitting foul odour ; 


(s) prohibiting the setting of fire to or burning of any 
straw or othermatter, or lighting a bonfire or discharging a 
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ſirc -arm or air-gun , or letting off or throwing a fire -work or , 
sencing up a fircbaloon or rocket in or upon a street or within 
fifty fect of a street or building or the putting up of any post 
or other thing on the side of or across a street for the purpose 
of aſlixing therсto lamps or other contrivances for illumina 
tion cxccpt in accordance with regulations in this behalf ; 


(x ) regulating or prohibiting the sale ofany ticket orpass 
for admission , by whatever name called , to a place of public 
amusement; 


(y) prescribing the procedure in accordance with which 
any licence or permission sought to be obtained or required 
under this Act should be applicd for and fixing the ſccs to be 
charged for any such licence or permission : 


( 1) regulating the hours during which and the manner in 
whichany place for the disposal ofthe dead , any dharmashala , 
village- gate or other place of public resort may be used , so as 
to secure the equal and appropriate application of its advan 
tages and accommodation and to maintain orderly conduct 
amongst those who resort thcrcio ; 


Provided that nothing in this section and no licence or certifi 
cate of registration grantcd under any regulation inade thereunder 
shall authorise any person to import, export, transport,manufac 
turc, sell or possess any liquor, or intoxicating drug , in respect of 
which a licence , permit ,pass or authorisation is required underany 
law which is for the time being in force. 


( 11) 0 ) licensing or controlling places of public amuse 

ment or public entertainment; 


(ii ) prohibiting the keeping of places of public 

amusement or public entertainment or assembly , 
in order to prevent obstruction , inconvenience , 
annoyancc , risk ,danger or damage to the residents 
or passengers in the vicinity , and 


(2 ) The power ofmaking regulations under this section shall 
be subject to the condition of the regulations being made after 
previous publication .

(3 ) If any regulation made under this section relates to any 
matter with respect to which there is a provision in any law , tulc 
or bye -law of the Municipality or local authority in relation 10 
public health , convenience or safety of the locality such regulation 
shall be subject to such law , rule or bye -law . 


(v ) (i) licensing or controlling in the interest of public 

order, decency or morality or in the interest of the 
general public (with such exceptions as may be 
specified in such regulation ), musical, dancing , 
mimetic or theatrical or other performanccs for 
public amusement, including melas;
